Hi Gang, 


First, thank you all for making this project such a success. 

I must appologize for the delay, we are just trying to make the final 
radio a 

little bit better. 


There were a few questions regarding the kit: 


> Just wondering... which part of the band will most people 
> put their 38's on? The 20 kc swing? Or do we have a choice ? 


> I'd wager that one of the submissions for next years design 

> competition will be a 38-30 VFO. VFO designed just for the 38 Special. 
> That will be the next project here after the 38 Special is built :) 
Probably a 

> low freq. VFO hetrodyned up to the appropriate range. 


The kit uses a small inductor to lower the VXO frequency. Variations 

in the supplied 1N4004 "varicap" can cause a a little skew of the 
frequency range, and we wanted to guarantee the kit is transmitting 
in-band. 

You can experiment with the VXO circuit components to lower and expand 
frequency coverage. 

If your circuit turns out "typical", i.e. it tunes about 10.110-10.130, 
then a 

slightly bigger inductor can put you right on 10.100-10.125, this was 
done! 

The upper half of the band cannot be easily covered with the standard 
crystals in the kit, although you could pull the 12 MHz oscillator a bit. 
Of course 

then you have to re-design the offset circuit... 

Jim, K3QI0 suggested a VFO. 

Look for a circuit that covers 2.100-2.150 MHz for a full band coverage. 
Initially 

I planned it as a mod, but given that CW takes place mostly in the lower 
25 KHz 

(which the "38 Special" easily covers) I haven't put any more effort into 
it. 


> What are the best ways to come up with 8v. to feed the 38 Special? 


The kit includes an 8V regulator in a TO-220. Any voltage from 
10-15 V will work fine. 9V may also work, not sure. 

You could also use a 7.2V NiCad pack directly. This works fine, 
except when you add a final amp to the circuit, your call. We made 
contacts easily with a dipole and 200-300 mW (you could re-tune 
the output network for more power in stock form). 


The TiCK keyer will be available around the same time Norcal starts 
shipping 

the kits out. It is best to plan ahead, if you install the keyer, as 
you'll have to 

add components to the board and add a momentary switch to the enclosure. 
I'm working closely with Gary and Brad from Embedded Research 
(gmdsr@vivanet.com) to ensure full-compatibility with the "38 Special". 
It works nicely as a keyer and we also hope to provide even a "straight 
key" 

mode with the keyer installed, without a need for a switch or a separate 
jack. 

Expect more news on this subject soon. 


Other good news from Doug. Since the IRF-510 amp requires standard parts 
except for one toroid, the kit may include one additional toroid. 
Now we can really call it the "Radio Shack Amp". 
I can just imagine this. 
You are hiking in the middle of nowhere, hanging your souped-up SLV and 
the 
Rainbow tuner (in an Altoids box, of course) on the edge of a cliff, as 
you hang 
down from a rope (seen "K2"?) with a tiny G4PZY (?) paddles driving your 
embedded TiCK keyer in the "38 Special", just to hear:

There have been a number of message threads running on here lately that beg 
for a public answer. Among them are whether there should be slow speed 
contests and the reduction of W1AW code practice broadcasts. 


The reduction of W1AW code practices broadcasts may not have the sinister 
implications some are happy to attribute to the League's motives. It may 
simply be an issue of reduced funds. While the W1AW operation is largely 
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automated, it still requires an operator be on duty while the station is on 
the air. Perhaps the League feels the cost savings realized by not having 
an operator there two mornings each week is worth the reduction in service. 
In any event, while many of you list a multitude of QRP clubs and exotic 
callsigns in your signature files, I don't very often see the ARRL lilsted. 
I'm reminded of Wayne Green's proclamations that he is an ARRL member simply 
so he can complain when it is necessary. How many of you can say that? If 
you're truly upset by this reduction in code practice broadcasts then join 
up and complain. 


Now, the hue and cry over the reduction of code practice broadcasts by W1AW 
implies that many of you listen to them. Is this true? Then why do we need 
a slow speed CW contest? Mind you I'm not against the concept -- I think it 
has valid applications. Two years ago when the League gave up on the Novice 
Round-Up I suggested to Cam that the QRP-ARCI take this contest over and run 
it as our own. He seemed to think it was a god idea then, and the rumblings 
from Newington about a new Novice contest notwithstanding, maybe we should 
take another look at this. 


Another somewhat unrelated point that needs airing is the propriety of 
postings and comments. I won't get into the Byran Carling/Chuck Adams 
debate -- I number them both among my personal friends, and I only know one 
side of the story. However, it seems to me that a lot of problems would be 
eliminated if we made many of our postings PRIVATE, between the sender and 
receiver, rather than airing them out to the list. By the way, PRIVATE 
means exactly what it says. When you receive an email sent to you 
personally, it is inproper to quote that to the rest of the list without 
asking the author if you may. It's a lot like copyright, without written 
permission it's meant for your use ALONE.

control to begin with so the taper works better when the normal control 
direction is reversed. This is discussed in the application notes. That 
is, the speed decreases with clockwise rotation of the control. Anyway, 
I tried the one in my ARK30, and it seems to have a better range of 
adjustment than it did before, but that may just be my wishful thinking!

Many thanks to all of you who took time to 
post your comments on my questions of DSP 
vs 500Hz internal if filter. 


By far, the overall majority said to start 
with the 500Hz filter, then follow-up with 

the DSP, if necessary. The idea is to filter 
the unwanted noise/signals BEFORE the stuff 
gets to the audio stages. The DSP must do 

a lion's share task of filtering out the junk 
after its gone thru the entire system and been 
amplified, etc. The DSP can do a good job, but 
it's always best to do the filtering early on. 


I'll go this route. The FT-840's 500Hz cw filter 
can be had for abt $100 by the mail order places. 

I have a MFJ-722 active filter which does a decent 
job on most junk. This coupled with the i.f. filter 
should prove to be most valuable. 


BTW - according to Texas Towers (local dealer) the 
Timewave DSP-9 I was interested in has been discontinued 
and they (Timewave) don't support it any longer. Glad 

I checked. I guess their newer models are bigger/better 
(read higher cost!).

Anyway, I think you'll find that it was worth the wait. The logs are just 
the right size to fit *insidex the Sierra (about 4" x 5.5"), and have a 
very high-quality double-wire binding.

to work. Actually even before, I was introduced to a local ham Glen 

Rahn, through a fellow list member Gary Diana (N2JGU) who happens to be 
my cousin. Growing up in the Utica NY area, I had access to alot of 
electronic components since GE was a major employer in the area. My first 
real ham experience was with QRP. I met Mark Leach now W1ML, through 

a common friend Steve "Blinky" Roberts. We went to the Rome NY Radio 

Club hamfest in 1974, and I was fascinated with the annual QRP contest 
that they held. They would throw a simple dipole in the trees and give each 
contestant 15 minutes to make as many contacts using a Ten Tec power mite 
as one could. It was ML's ability with the code which gave me the desire 
to learn the code. Finally in 1979 I earned my Novice (KA2EXG) . 


I moved to the Washington DC area in 1983, and the proximity to the FCC 
office in Baltimore allowed me to study for my General, then Extra ham 
tickets. I wasn't satisfied- so I then worked on and obtained my FCC 


General Radiotelephone (no more First Class at the time, I was saddened), 

my radar endorsement, and then my Second Class Radiotelegraph (to obtain 

first class I would have to go to sea or work at a coast station). Through 

all this, my primary interest was in building. First I started with a 

couple superregenerative SW receivers (learned to use less heat and my P-Boxes all 
worked), then with some low powered AM and FM transmitters (I won't tell 

you how well they worked for fear of incriminating myself). I also did 

alot of repair of equipment at the NASA Goddard Radio Club WA3NAN) including 

power supplies, antennas, rotators, etc. I have been active as a VE from 

the start of the program. 


Nice to hear how all the rest of us became interested in the hobby. 
Hope to hear more.

There have been a number of message threads running on here lately that beg 
for a public answer. Among them are whether there should be slow speed 
contests and the reduction of W1AW code practice broadcasts. 


The reduction of W1AW code practices broadcasts may not have the sinister 
implications some are happy to attribute to the League's motives. It may 
simply be an issue of reduced funds. While the W1AW operation is largely 


automated, it still requires an operator be on duty while the station is on 
the air. Perhaps the League feels the cost savings realized by not having 
an operator there two mornings each week is worth the reduction in service. 
In any event, while many of you list a multitude of QRP clubs and exotic 
callsigns in your signature files, I don't very often see the ARRL lilsted. 
I'm reminded of Wayne Green's proclamations that he is an ARRL member simply 
so he can complain when it is necessary. How many of you can say that? If 
you're truly upset by this reduction in code practice broadcasts then join 
up and complain. 


Now, the hue and cry over the reduction of code practice broadcasts by W1AW 
implies that many of you listen to them. Is this true? Then why do we need 
a slow speed CW contest? Mind you I'm not against the concept -- I think it 
has valid applications. Two years ago when the League gave up on the Novice 
Round-Up I suggested to Cam that the QRP-ARCI take this contest over and run 
it as our own. He seemed to think it was a god idea then, and the rumblings 
from Newington about a new Novice contest notwithstanding, maybe we should 
take another look at this. 


Another somewhat unrelated point that needs airing is the propriety of 
postings and comments. I won't get into the Byran Carling/Chuck Adams 
debate -- I number them both among my personal friends, and I only know one 
side of the story. However, it seems to me that a lot of problems would be 
eliminated if we made many of our postings PRIVATE, between the sender and 
receiver, rather than airing them out to the list. By the way, PRIVATE 
means exactly what it says. When you receive an email sent to you 
personally, it is inproper to quote that to the rest of the list without 
asking the author if you may. It's a lot like copyright, without written 
permission it's meant for your use ALONE.

Hi All. 


Boy did I just get a neat new toy. If some of you remember there was an itme 
in Dave Ingrams column about 2 months ago for a new key called the NE KE that 
was for mobile use. I was perusing the last issue of Amatuer Radio Trader and 
noticed the same fellow had a new key he was selling called the TE NE KE 
(Tiny Key get it? Hi). Well I promptly sent off my $39.00 and placed the 
order site unseen. I called and asked a few questions about the key and it 
sounded intriguing. I cannot really explain how the thing keys. It is a 
copper looking plated u channel of metal. The key contacts are copper spring 
material that is bent in a U shape. The base is really gorgeous. It is brass 
plated and matched the copper look of the key perfectly. The base is about 1 
" by 3.5 " and almost an inch thick made of steel and this bad boy stays put! 
There are 4 clear rubber feet on the bottom. Here's the neat part. The keyer 
mechanism "stores" over the base by laying parallel on top of the base. To 
use the key, you loosen a thumb screw and swing out the keyer paddle at a 90 
degree angle to the base for use. This causes the spring "paddles" to sit at 
just the right height for a keyin'. Really a nice peice of work. All of the 
parts on the paddle are very good to high quality and you can tell the whole 
thing is hand assembled and most of the parts are hand made. The paddles are 
a little different than what you are normally use to, there is a bit of 
mechanical feedback but almost feel like touch paddles or capacitive paddles. 
If you look close, the way that the paddle works is that there is a curled 
lip on the front edge of the "spring" paddles, and an adjustable grounding u 
shaped "slide" that is held in place by a screw. When you squeeze the 
paddles, this causes the "spring" to contact the u shaped contact and sets 
the keyer a goin'. Great idea! 

Here's the poop from the ad..... 


NE KE MOBILE PADDLE descibed in August issue of CQ has a little brother TE NE 
KE swing away paddle, swings into transport and out to use w/1 thumb screw. 


Brass, aluminum, and beryllium copper contructed on a chrome plated steel 
base. Evenings call BOYD, N8VKA, 616-837-7182, NE KE Products, 8297 
Cleveland, Coopersville, Michigan 49404. 


Let me add to this that Boyd sent me a note with the key saying that he did 
not like the way some of the chrome plated bases turned out and that is why 
mine was on the brass plated base. Really purty and I think that the brass 
plating is really a touch of class and something different. The best part is 
the quality for the price! Now I think the best part is that when I turned 
mine over, it was serial number 2! I think that I have a keeper here! I do 
not collect keys, but what the hey, if I can get a low serial number and a 
good price, I will take it any day! 

He alos mentioned that the TE NE KE may be on the cover of the February CQ, 
so you better get them while they are around! 

Mention my name as a satisfied customer, I promised that the QRP crowd would 
go ape over this key for it's uniqueness and portabilty and value for the 
money. Sorry to rave on and on, but I think this is a really cool key!

Hi Folks - I need a little help (some say more than others). 


I'm working on my phased vertical array (triangular), and have 
been using my noise bridge to measure the drive impedances. 


My noise bridge (built from a HAM RADIO article by 
Forest Gehrke) has a 365pF variable, with a 180pF fixed 
cap in line, so the cap/inductance knob goes from 180-0-180. 
Measuring a 50 ohm load with a 20pF capacitor paralleled, the 
settings show: 50 ohms, 20pF. The 20pF shown is actually about 
160 pf on the internal capacitor. 


How do I convert these readings to the 'standard' xx +/-jxx format? 


I'm learning a lot of stuff here!

A while back I asked a couple questions regarding designing QSL cards ona 
home computer & ink jet printer. A few other folks asked me just how I was 
doing it, so now that I'm finally done (for now), I thought I'd throw my 
method of madness out to the public. 


My printer isn't anything special - a 2 year old HP DeskJet 540 with color 
pack. I use CorelDraw 4 for Windows. Why? Because it's what I have - got 
it for $25 new on CD at a software surplus show - what a bargain! I really 
need the manual, but from what I've figured out so far, it's pretty sweet. 

I tried to do this on Word, but it was much tougher to manipulate, and a 
true graphics program will make future customizations easier (see below). 
Anyway, I originally set it for a 3.5 x 5.5 page and fiddled around for days 
with different fonts, just what kind of info I wanted on the cards, layout, 
etc. For the time being, I skipped some of my fancier ideas just to get a 
working version done - I can always spruce it up later. This was a key 
point for me - being able to change my cards on a whim almost instantly and 
at minimal expense, something that's not quite so easy if you use the 
commercial printer guys. After I had designed one, I then did a "select 
all" and "duplicated" (Corel terms - don't know what the difference is 
between this and "copy" since both commands are available) the card, setting 
the second copy directly above the first on the page, as 2 cards will fit on 
an 8.5 x 11 page. I believe Corel automatically changed the page size to 
accomodate this. 


I then went down to an office supply store and picked out a 250 pack of 110 
pound card stock for $9. I had wanted a light beige sort of color, but they 
were all out, so I went with a light green - still a good contrast to the 
black ink. At home, I printed off a test page on my ink jet printer on the 
green paper, and all was well. I then printed another copy off on some good 
quality, bright white paper and took this one back to the office supply 
store, and had them make 100 copies on my green paper. This ran to $1.90. 
It was a lot faster & cheaper to just get copies made, rather than subject 
my printer to a lot of unnecessary wear and tear. Another hour or so was 
spent on their paper cutter trimming the cards back down to 3.5 x 5.5. 


I forgot to mention that the 2 cards on the sheet were already a little 
different - one has my rig & antenna listed as my EMTECH NW30 and delta loop 
(for 30 meter QSO's), while the other has my Sierra and dipole (for 40 & 17 
meter contacts). I figured since it was easy enough to change on the 
computer, and 2 cards were getting copied at once, I might as well make them 
a little "customized." 


By having the basic spacing and layout already done, and since I can either 
print up a few at home or get any quantity (small or large) copied at the 
copy shop, I can easily customize the cards for changes in rigs, antennas 
(including ones only up for short tests), locations (maybe special cards 
made up - in the exact quantity I need - for FYBO?) , etc. The cost of a 


relatively small number of real nice/fancy cards isn't out of reach either, 
including photographs of me (yikes!) or my QTH, by using the special glossy 
paper sold by HP and others for "premium" printing on ink jets. I think I 
saw this for around $10 for 20 sheets (giving 40 cards). 


Anyway, kind of long, but I get to rambling. Hope this is interesting 
and/or useful to someone out there.

I built a simple ttl clock transmitter using one of these clock 
oscillators I removed from an old computer board. I decided to 
experiment with the 14.318 Mhz one first since it was in the ham 
bands but I don't plan on doing any operating there. Imagine if it 
were a 14.313 Mhz oscillator! That would be even worse!!! 
Anyways... It is an extremely simple circuit...i used the one 

in the QRP Quarterly, April 1973. I used a stable 5 volt supply. 

The +5 volt line is keyed directly and the output from the oscillator 
went through a .01 uf disk capacitor and then into my RESISTIVE 
bridge (50 ohm load with provisions to measure power). It worked 
nicely and using my straight key I copied a very nice cw note on 
14319.2 Khz. It was 20 over nine on my receiver. I then went 
searching for the second harmonic in the ten meter band or any other 
spurious signals. The second harmonic was about s-9 and didn't sound 
very nice. I thought the fundamental signal was really nice. 
Well..this is encouraging. I guess these little oscillators cant be 
too dirty, afterall, they are used as clock signals in computers. I 


think it would be quite easy to filter them and use them as local osc 
frequencies. The ten meter module at 28.322 Mhz could be used as is. 
I noticed some small amount of TVI on certain channels but my tv is 
right at the test bench. Some filtering would be required and would 
do the trick. The meter on my little resistive bridge did not budge 
too far so now im going to build an amplifier for my meter. My 

scope is only 10 mhz so I cant give an accurate power reading 

until i modify and calibrate my bridge but the article mentions that 
these little transmitters put out only 50 milliwatts at the most. 
Maybe we can all lobby the industry to make these oscillators 

for the interantional qrp frequencies.. just kidding!!! 72 earl ..ps 
look for me during the 10 meter contest.

The recent thread about VFOs and the QST article on stabilizing a VFO 
using a (hardware) "huff-n-puff£" method has gotten me dreaming about 
designing my own high-performance rig again. (I may never build it, 
but the dreaming has led to a LOT of learning which is useful in its 
own right!) Since the heart of any receiver is the VFO.... 


Could not one one design a xreally*x good VFO (stable, low phase 
noise, wide range, reproducible, even relatively xcheapx) by taking the 
priciples of the "huff-n-puff£" design in QST and making a "few" mods like: 


0) Use a PIC microcontroller instead of all those discrete logic 
chips. I like hardware but .... 


1) Instead of using either a varicap OR a standard variable cap for 

the main tuning capacitor, use a series of switched capacitors the way 
the variable capacitance is handled in the LDG and some other automatic 
antenna tuners. 


This would allow for using (very) high-Q fixed capacitors that are better 
than a varicap but still easily controlled by the PIC microcontroller. Of 
course there would be some noise during tuning as the capacitance was 
switched but that should disappear once tuning stopped. 


2) Since the switched capacitor gives discrete steps and since it 
would likely be impractical to have (many) more than 8 bits worth of 
steps, the switched capacitor alone would likely be "less than 
optimal" for tuning stations, wouldn't some kind of "fine tuning" be 
necessary? 


Aha! let's use the "huff-n-puff" "stabilization" varicap (tapped way 

down on the coil ala' the QST article) to do the fine tuning as well as the 
stabilization. Shouldn't add much phase noise for the same reasons as 
stated in the article. 


3) Following Wayne Burdick's suggestion to a previous thread, let's 
use one of the PWM's in the PIC followed by an integrator for the 
control voltage rather than a traditional D/A -- less noise from the 
lack of discrete steps for the D/A output. 


4) However, the fine-tuning function would likely require a shorter time 
constant for the intergrator following the D/A than stabilization 

only. No sweat - the all-hardware solution detected when tuning was 
going on and opened the stabilization loop entirely. In my proposal, 
we'd just shorten the time constant by switching a resistor in or out 

of the integrator (actually that's just our old friend the RC lowpass 
filter) instead of switching out the correction voltage entirely. 


5) Since we've gone to all this trouble to get rid of the air 
variable, let's get rid of the slotted wheel that detects tuning too. 
Instead, we'll just use one of the "bi-phase" shaft encoders Digikey 
sells. Those interface directly to the PIC and the pattern of 
signals on the xtwox channels tells us which way the encoder is 
turning. 


6) Since we now have the encoder input, running the pulses from 
either channel into a simple counter gives us a realative offset from 
wherever we started so we've now got a tuning dial! 


This approach seems to me to give a reproducible computer-controlled 
VFO with a significant reduction, if not elimination, of the 
phase-noise concerns associated with conventional PLL/DDS designs. 


Whatcha think folks? Did I dream up a good high-performance VFO or 
are there major fallacies in my thinking? Either way, let's discuss 
this ON THE LIST (not via private e-mail) and all learn from it. 

Heck, even if there are 4,267 things wrong with my approach (always a 
good possibility from a non-EE) the responses pointing out my mistakes 
will educate all of us and that's a VERY GOOD THING (TM) indeed.

Hey Alan, 


You really know how to get the juices flowing. Lots of good ideas and you 
can bet there are a lot of pizza napkins in Calif. with mods on them. 


Guess I'm just a good ole VFO kinda guy. The simple way for me to build 
the 38-30 VFO is to use an IC that will serve as VFO, Xtal osc, and Mixer. 
Being an RF filter engineer, a 2 section bandpass filter would be used to 
clean up the output and provide the necessary impedence matching. Evena 
descrete transistor version would be easy, but everyone has gone on the IC 
kick :) Building a stable 3 MHz vfo in a 5 sided closed tin with a little 
wax thrown in should be pretty easy with the regulated 8 VDC supply already 
on the 38's board. 


Parts count doesn't seem to be an issue any more if the parts are pennies 
a piece. It's just a couple extra line items on the P.O. to Mouser and an 
extra couple seconds to put them in the bag if it is a club-kitted 
operation. (my opinion) 


The idea of a transverter is superb. The output level of the 38 is 
perfect for 'hard-driving' a mixer. Sounds like the best approach to 
multibanding rather than building the bandswitched version as long as the 
noise factor is kept low. 


Yeah, got to have memories. The day the M.O. went to Mr. Cates, one went 
for the Atomic Keyer. 


Computer control...computer box? That is a great source for a large 
enclosure and built-in headers. 8088 computers are typically free for the 
asking and blank front panels are things you trip over at hamfests. Old 
ethernet/video/RS-232 cards would provide BNC fittings and wiring to the 
outside world....Hummmmm! If you got the space it would be a candidate for 
the big QRP rig of the year. Just add a gutted out MFJ (or similar) 
keyboard keyer and you're ready to go. The large case would give you 
something to set your Norcal, QRP+, SLT, on. 


Seriously, one of the factors that helps make these small receivers hear 
so well is the lack of all the mixer noise (4 mixers typ. today from JA), 
PLL AM and FM phase noise, and the rest of the digital crud that is squeezed 
into the modern xcvrs. Adding anything like a digital frequency source with 
display will not make what is heard in the headphones sound as good as the 
basic rig. For a long time the Drake R-4 has wanted an outboard synthesizer 
to provide all band coverage, but even the Drake FS-4 makes the minimum 
descernable signal characteristics stink in comparison to using a crystal to 
add a band. Getting back on track....the rig on a card is a good one as 
long as the rx performance doesn't degrade. Hasn't been done lately on the 
cheap. 


Ok, someone will say that the ICYAEWOOD can hear a sig at -130Dbm just 
like the NOR802040a but listen to that signal in a quiet environment on 
hi-end Sony (or equiv.) headphones. The clarity/purity/clean sound of the 
non synthesized rig is apparent. Then CW key the signal generator and 
listen to how much easier it is to copy the signal at that level. I've 
done this over a hundred times in the last ten years, even with my own 
IC-R9000 and the little rig always sounds better at MDS levels. I realize 
that the further you go south from here it is less of a problem. Solar, 
geomagnetic noise and earth's atmospheric rotational static levels really 
get bad as you head from NY-PA lattitudes toward FL. By the time you get to 
the Carolinas, the above discourse means nothing. But get north of that 
line and the whole world changes at QRP levels. Down here in Delaware I can 
just hear the noise from the sun at sunrise on 30M. For the 8 years we 
lived in New Hampshire, you could use 10 meters as an alarm clock. The 
background noise is so low up there that the revr could stay on all night 
and you wouldn't hear a thing until the sun raised the noise floor at 
sunrise. (Don't try this on a vertical) The same 2 element fullsized delta 


loop beam was/is used. 


I know you know about these things. I hope that, as Chuck, Ron, and others 
have said, we have enlightened a few others on the subject. Besides, we'd 
be saying the same things over pizza and peanut butter stuffed shrimp.

>In use as a low angle dx antenna, there is little to choose between the 
>mid-side feed and the bottom corner feed. 


Hi L.B., just a few comments based on EZNEC. EZNEC sez this rectangle 
fed on a side is resonant at 7.205 MHz with a feedpoint impedance of 
47 ohms and a gain of 2.79dBi at TOA=21deg. Horizontal beamwidth is 
2x87deg. 


For bottom corner feed, it is resonant at 7.24 MHz with a feedpoint 
impedance of 78 ohms and a gain of 2.6dBi at TOA=30deg. Horizontal 
beamwidth is 2x95deg. This configuration has a very large footprint. 
The zero dBi point occurs at a TOA of about 11deg. The horizontal 
radiation pattern covers almost 190deg and the vertical radiation 
pattern covers almost 160deg, the large footprint that I prefer. 


This antenna is comparable in performance to a dipole and has a few 
advantages. 


1. Radiation is not straight up at low heights. There is a combination 
of useful medium and low take-off-angle radiation with a large 
footprint. It beats a vertical for medium take-off-angles and beats 

a low dipole for low take-off-angles. 


2. Coax iS minimized. Bottom corner feedpoint can be close to the shack 
in a location where a dipole cannot be centered. In this respect, it 
has the physical advantages of an end-fed and/or base-fed and the 
radiation advantages of a full-wave loop. 


Give credit to Kurt Sterba for mentioning this antenna in his Worldradio 
column, "Aerials".

A full wave loop, fed 
midpoint of one horizontal side with the vertical sides equal to 0.3 
inches will have a feedpoint impedance of around 300 ohms. Recognize 
your old friend, the folded dipole, containing one wavelength of wire? 


If you feed the above loop on a side, you have a shorted halfwave 
length of transmission line so by adjusting the form factor of the 
full-wave rectangular loop, one can have any resonant (purely resistive) 
feedpoint impedance between zero and 300 ohms.

This doesn't really meet your specs, but I've been designing a multi-band HF 
receiver for 6+ months now. It's a totally unproven paper design so far, and 
it's not really a beginner's type of project. It isn't terribly complex, 
though. The circuits are all fairly basic, it's just that there's a lot of 
them. 


This RX is the fulfilment of a promise I made to myself when I became a ham: to 
one day design and build a decent working SSB/CW station from scratch. The 
original ideas for it came from the W1FB "his eminence" RX and the W7ZOI 
"contest grade CW station", both of which appear in the "Solid State Design for 
the Radio Amateur" book. No oddball components are used. I've been updating and 
enhancing it as I learn more about design. The block diagram is at rev. 7! 


The current design covers 160m-17m, dual conversion (32 MHz ist IF, 12 MHz 2nd 
IF). The plan was to have about 3 selectable band modules, like those VHF/UHF 
mobile radios, but I haven't really worked out the details of the band 
switching yet.

Hi Brian... not to put a damper on your idea but there are a couple of 
problems I can think of right off... all related to the power supply being 
a switching type power supply. 


1. Most switchers are happier at consistent loads, and do not do well with 
very little load; 

2. I do not believe most PC-type switchers will operate with only one of 
the voltages loaded: they are actually very good about shutting down under 
abnormal conditions. You'd have to try this. 

3. Most switching power supplies require serious bypassing/filtering to 
remove the switching noise. I am certain you would be disappointed about 
the amount of noise. 

4. 'GP' may stand for something like Ground Point... measure its resistance 
to the black wires or (if that = infinity) check it to ground. (Power 
supply UNPLUGGED!!!) It could also be... well, I guess the best thing is to 
find which-if any-wires give zero ohms to it with your DMM on its lowest 
resistance scale-even then it could be several turns away-but that ought to 
get you close. 


BOTTOM LINE: I would advise against it. Switching supplies are not very 
good around RF, especially sensitive rcvrs-much less powering them. 
Switchers require SOME load, and do not like to operate over wide output 
current ranges. Finally, the built-in fault protection in most PC supplies 
may very well give you problems.

Bryan and the group, 


I get these things all the time. They aren't good for QRP radios, because 
they require a certain minimum load on one or all outputs to prevent the 
switching transistors from committing suicide. Some manufacturers specify 
specify 10% of rated load on each output. They were designed for a 
continuous, constant 

load. 


What happens is the conduction angle of the PCM (Pulse Code Modulated) 


switch becomes so short at low or no output current, that the induced 
voltage across the transformer rises so high it destroys the junction of 
the switching transistors. There are snubbing circuits across the input 
winding and the output windings to absorb some of this,, but they can 
only take so much of the induced transients before the power transistors 
Vce and Vcb junctions breakdown and short. 


The switchers are usually pretty rugged power transistors with Ic current 
ratings of 12-20 amperes and Vce breakdown of 500-800 Vdc. They don't 
have very high Ft ratings, however, so they aren't suitable for PA stages 
of RF transmitters. They are designed for high voltage, high current, and 
fast turn-on / turn-off transitions. The AC line is directly rectified 
and doubled to about 330 Vdc, and then alternately switched in a 
push-pull arrangement across the high frequency (~25-75Khz) transformer 
winding. A small high voltage capacitor of about 1-2 ufd is in series 
with the primary, so it charges and discharges into the primary as the 
polarity reverses. 


The GP signal you mentioned, might be the PG, power good signal lead that 
is used to inform the motherboard of impending power failure. 


If you play around with one of these things, be certain to use every 
safety precaution, because the large voltage and energy storage of the 
line-rectifed high volage DC supply can kill you. I usually look for 
obvious problems that are easily repaired, and if it appears to be beyond 
repair, I just cannibalize them for parts. If it's real dirty, spray it 
with Fantastik or 409 cleaner and allow to soak 

a few minutes before hosing it out with a water nozzle. Then use 
compressed air or just shake it out and allow to dry before stripping the 
parts. 


BTW, I have rescued a lot of noisy fans, by just taking them apart, 
cleaning, and re-lubricating the shaft / bearings. Seems the older and 
better quality fans had one or two ball bearings, but recent cheap units 
are using brass bushings and grease that dries out and hardens. A 
thorough cleaning, air blast, and good quality oil will coax more life 
from the fans that aren't too worn out. 


There are many small diodes of the 1N4148 type, several high voltage 
rectifiers in the AC to DC rectifier circuit, maybe a bridge rectifier, 
lots of small transistors of the 2SC945 NPN type, sometimes some good PNP 
2SA733 transistors. I occasionally find nice 2N3904s or even 2N2222s, so 
they are worth a look. There are the high voltage switcher transistors of 
course, and lots of small electrolytic and ceramic disc and some mylar 
capacitors. They are a good source for 2 watt 100 ohm metal oxide power 
resistors to make dummy loads. Several of these resistors can be arranged 
to achieve a 50 or 300 ohm load. I usually pull out all the little 1/4 
resistors for the junk box. 


There are always some nice heat sinks in these too. And sometimes a 
smaller power transformer of 25-28Vct and 100-200 ma for the control 
circuits. These could be setup to power a small battery charger or other 
light load. There is always a three terminal regulator inside, but it is 
a LM7905 type, -5 v unit. 


Don't overlook the large electrolytics on the +/- 5volt and +/- 12 volt 
outputs. They are rated from 10 to 16 to 25 volts, and are good for small 
linear DC supplies you can build. I also posted on this list some time 
back a design for a very simple regulated 13.8Vdc supply using only 4 
parts: transformer (25.2Vct), rectifier, filter capacitor (4700ufd 25v), 
and 3-terminal 13.8Vdc IC regulator (an NTE934). 


The large schottky center-tapped rectifers are ideal for high current, 
low voltage purposes since they have very little Vf drop, and are very 
fast. The only limitation is the relatively low PIV rating of 45-50 
volts. There are also discrete fast recovery silicon rectifiers for the 
+/-12 supplies that have current ratings of 1-3 amps that have better PIV 
ratings of 200-1000 volts. 


A virtual gold mine of parts is in these things, if you take the time to 
pull them out. I have also found good components in the old, worn out 
fans, so don't overlook the few parts in them. They have yielded several 
small caps, resistors, 1N4001 diode, and a switching MOSFET or transistor 
or two. The power transformers can be unwound to yield some nice enameled 
wire for coil winding, too. 


About all I have left when I finish gutting one of these things, is the 
metal case and PCB. The cases I usually send to the recycle trash bins, 
and I save a few of the disk drive cables for a source of 16-18 gauge 
hookup wire. 


If you could utilize one of these to power a QRP rig, you wouldn't like 
all the switching hash they'd produce in your receiver! And a 150-230 
watt DC supply is way too large for the typical QRP radio. There are some 
new switching DC supplies from Yaesu and Ten-Tec and other ham 
manufacturers, but they are specifically designed for larger ham gear. I 
still wonder though, how "clean" their DC output is, and how free of 
switching noise they are. Better to build a small linear supply of junk 
parts for lil QRP rigs. :-) 


Once again, use GREAT caution when opening one of these supplies up, 
especially if you decide to try and repair it. There are bleeder 
resistors across the large 200-470ufd 200v electroytics, but they are 
100k-180k, so it takes a while to bleed down the high voltage. Never 
depend on a bleeder resistor anyway! 


No Fox here last night. Band was long skip and noisy again. My headache 
caused me to bail out early, too.

>Yes. They all take practice. Other than that, nothing. 


I am not a professional musician, one could say that I use math 
professionally since I work in physics/engineering. I have also 
learned to play the flute, trumpet, and guitar. I have performed for 
$ on the guitar, solo and in groups. I agree with the statement that 
all these things take practice, but add dedication. But more than 
that I believe that it has been scientifically proven that exposing 
children to music at an early age enhances their mathematics ability. 
(I read the study in Science News Magazine a few months back.) So, I 
think the possibility exists that music also helps with the code. I 
learned it at age 42 in two weeks, passed Novice after four, 13WPM 
after two months and 20 WPM after another four. 


Perhaps the musicians among us have the advantage because they HAVE 
to continue to practice, and learn new music and so they are use to 
practice. So many children seem to think everything should come easy 
and if it doesn't it's either not worth doing, or "I can't do it, I 
don't have that talent...". Both math and music often fall into this 
category, as does learning the code. 


Keep at it, try exercising your body and brain before a code session. 
Read QST December page 19, Bill WA4SDV talks about running & learning 
the code. There have been numerous studies on learning and exercise. 
There is a documented relation between them. If for no other reason 
than it increases blood flow to the brain, and relaxes you both 
physically and mentally. 


You think learning code is difficult? Try also picking up an 
instrument if you've never done it. You'll be using both hands, 
perhaps your mouth/voice, your ears, eyes, and brain. For code we 
generally use only one hand, our ears, and we try to get out brain 
out of the loop altogether.

Ron Giuntini referred to an article about tuning a low dipole by 
using a noise bridge. 

I think the noise bridge is one VERY useful instrument; hams 
seem to prefer an SWR meter instead. The noise bridge is a good deal 
more versatile, and (within a limited range) tells you your antenna's 
reactive and resistive impedance. A good deal cheaper than a digital 
antenna analyser. 

A noise bridge can be used to adjust an antenna tuner, without 
radiating an interfering signal (actually, a very small one). 

Guess the downside is that its a little difficult to use, 
with two controls that need to be diddled to get the null that indicates 
when the bridge is balanced. Any convenient receiver is connected 
to the noise bridge as the null indicator. The two controls are 
adjusted to minimize (null) the signal level heard in the receiver. 
Once a null has been obtained, the reactive and resistive components 
are read from calibration scales on the two controls. 


The signal source is a wideband noise generator (included inside the 
bridge), covering the whole 1 - 30 Mhz. range. 

Most bridges can operate from a 9v battery, making them quite 
portable. 

Construction articles have been in the Handbook for years. 
Circuitry is quite simple and inexpensive: the variable resistor 
and variable capacitor are the two most expensive items. I'd say 
its about as complex as a QRP wattmeter of the OHR class. A good 
project for a starting homebrewer. 

Palomar Engineering also make a commercial version. (no 
association/recommendation here).
